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Sheriff Arrests Alleged Swindler* 


Charged with being implicated in one 
of the most important swindling games 
carried on in this county for somo time 
W. C, Riffert was arrested intJTIarrisburg 
by Sheriff G, R. Thompson and on Fri­ 
day brought to Gettysburg. Saturday he 
gave bail for appearance at co^rt. 
Rif­ 
fert and E. E. Heindel, the latter of York, 
are accused of fleecing Adams county res­ 
idents Out of several thousand dollars in 
sums ranging from $500 to $2000. 
Riffert 
and Heindel visited this county more 
than a year ago aud offered for sale bonds 
—attractive in design—which were issued 
by the Bankers’ Corporation Co., with 
oflices in Philadelphia, as liens on an elec­ 
tric railway from Reading to Fredericks­ 
burg, Berks county. 
The men, it is al­ 
leged, represented that thoroad was built 
which it has since developed is not cor­ 
rect, 
The bonds were in the sum of $500 
each and as a rule promisary notes were 
taken foi them. The bonds were'suppos* 
ed to bear six per cent interest and the 
offer looked so attractive that many fell 
for the scheme. 
The notes were negotia­ 
ted and when they came due it was up to 
the maker to pay the money. 
In one in­ 
stance a perfectly good §300 bond of an­ 
other company was given as part pay­ 
ment for one* ot the spurious securities, 
Before Squire Harnish, at Gettysburg, Al­ 
len J. March, of A tfbottstown, charged 
false pretense against Riffert and Heindel, 
telling of having purchased two of the 
$500 bonds; Mrs, Elizabeth Wolf, of Ab- 
bottstown, charges having bought one; 
Lewis S. Wolf, of the same place one; J. 
H. Duttera and Dr. W. R. Snyder, of New 
Oxford, one each. 
It is said that a num­ 
ber of others here, at East Berlin, and 
other places in county were caught but 
the two year limitation on a false pre­ 
tense charge having expired they found 
it useless to lay information. One woman 
is said to lost $2000 by the alleged swin­ 
dle. 
At January and April court true 
bills were returned in the cases against 
Riffert and Heindel. The latter is said to 
be in Philadelphia at the present time* 
The Sheriff heard that Riffert was in the 
Capitol city and went there Wednesday 
to get him. He called at the Riffert home 
and was told that the husband was away 
and that it was not known when he would 
return. 
Sheriff Thompson left and went 
to a telephone, calling up the Riffert 
home and posing as a friend of the man 
he wanted, the wife gave him the infor­ 
mation that Riffert would return home 
Thursday evening. Posting himself with­ 
in sight of the Riffert place on that even­ 
ing he saw the man enter but was afraid 
to call for him for fear he would escape 
by a rear fire escape. 
He therefore wait­ 
ed outside and in a short time Riffert and 
wife appeared, the former walking across 
the street to a store where he was^in the 
act of purchasing cigars when the sheriff 
told him he was wanted in Gettysburg on 
the charge above described. Riffert made 
no demonstration but said the whole af­ 
fair was a mistake, that they had practic­ 
ed their “ trade” in York county success­ 
fully, doing $100,000 worth of business 
there and having no trouble. 
Friday 
Sheriff Thompson brought his man to 
Gettysburg, where he entered bail in the 
sum of $4,000 for his appearance at court.

Neighbors Greatly Annoyed by 
the Noises.

Jacob Nolde and Richard E. Meinfe, 
wealthy manufacturers, who attended 
several social affairs held at the Kest­ 
ner residence, testified that during the 
evening they heard terrible moaning 
and groans from the hospital. The wo­ 
men in the party became nervous, they 
said. 
Because of 
the moaning the 
pleasure of the evening was spoiled. 


Members of the family testified that 
it is impossible to sleep at night be­ 
cause of the noises. 
It was testified 
that a request of the family made to 
the management of the hospital to 
transfer the operating 
room to the 
south side of the hospital building was 
ignored. 


COFFEE PRICES MOUNTING 


, Federal Import Record Shows It Has 
Doubled Since 1903. 


The average price of coffee imported 
into the United States has greatly in­ 
creased in the last few years. 


A statem ent 
issued by the com­ 
merce and labor departm ent’s bureau 
of statistics shows that during the 
present fiscal year the average import 
price has been 13 cents a pound, as 
against 11 cents in 1911, 8 cents in 
1910, and 
cents in 1903. 


Present import prices are still be­ 
low the high level which prevailed in 
the period from 1890 to 189G, when the 
average import price ranged from 14 
cents to 16 cents. 


Brazil is now and for years has been 
the chief souroe of this country’s cof­ 
fee supply. Of the 875,000,000 pounds 
imported last year, 651,060,000 caaie 
from Brazil, as against 
224,000,000 
from all other 
parts of the world, 
chiefly American countries. 


FRENCH REPULSE MOORS 


Artillery Used to Drive Back Attack- 


injJ Forces. 


A strong body of Moors made an­ 
other fierce attack on the city of Fez, 
Morocco. 
Some penetrated inside the 
walls, but were dispersed or killed. 


The French lost one officer killed 
and thirty soldiers killed or wounded. 
.The Moorish casualties were heavy. « 


The Freich artillery was in action 
for a considerable time shelling the 
Moore, who made repeated dashes at 
the guns. 


By noon qulat had been restored, 
but in view of the situation, G e n ia l 
Lyautey, the new French resident gen­ 
eral, has decided to adjourn his official 
visit to the sultan, who insists on ab­ 
dicating the throne. 


Dying Man Withholds Identity. 


“Who I am or where I'm from Is 
a secret that will never be known/* 
was the reply made by an unidentified 
victim of a railroad accident a t Cata- 
wlssa, near Bloomsburg, Pa., when a 
physician had told him, in answer to 
his question, that he could not live. He 
was struck by the engine of a Reading 
freight as he lay on the tracks and 
died in the Bloomsburg hospital. 


Burned to Death In Rocking Chair. 
Mrs, John J. Dunn, the 
wealthy 
widow of a former 
coal 
merchant 
in Chicago, was burned to death while 
on the back porch of her South Side 
home, when the rocker of the chair 
she occupied struck a box of matches 
and ignited 
them. 
Mrs. Dunn waa 
asleep in the chair. 


Connected With Christian Ad­ 
vocate For 32 Years. 


Dr. J, M. Buckley, of New York, 
known in the Methodist 
Episcopal 
church as the “bishop maker/* and for 
thirty-two years editor of one of the 
strongest church 
papers, 
withdrew 
from active service at the general con 
ference in Minneapolis, Minn. 


The election of editors to the church 
papers is one of the chief items in 
the business grind of the general con­ 
ference. For years Dr. Buckley has 
been in charge of the Christian Advo­ 
cate, of New York, the principal pe­ 
riodical, and in the reports earlier in 
the conference it was shown that it 
was the only one that came out with 
a profit or was even self-supporting 
in the last four years.

W hen the trap was sprung Romez- 
zo*s body shot downward, but as it 
reached the bottom of the drop th« 
rope broke Just above the knot and 
the body crashed to the prison court­ 
yard. 


The sheriff and his deputies hurried 
down and picked up the unconscious 
form of the murderer.

was tied in the rope and it was i*ead- 
justed and the trap sprung again. This 
time the hemp held and the condemn­ 
ed man died slowly of strangulation.

Catawbas of South Carolina 
Have 
Always Been Friendly t# 
the Whites. 


In South Càrolina is the earliest 
civilized tribe of Indians in the United 
States, and they are not the wards of 
the government. 
These are the Ca- 
tawbas, and they number approximate­ 
ly 100. 


State Senator W, H. Stewart, of 
South Carolina, is in Washington to 
confer with the congressional delega­ 
tion of that state wUh the view of 
having these Indians placed on the 
same basis as all other red men, and 
it is probable that a bill will shortly 
be introduced to this end. 


“It is strange, perhaps, that the Ca­ 
tawba Indians, who have been wards 
of the state of South Carolina for 
many years, should never have receiv­ 
ed any recognition from the national 
government,” said 
Senator 8tewart, 
“but it is a fact, nevertheless. 
The 
Catawbas are the only American In­ 
dians, so far as my knowledge goes, 
that have always been friends of the 
white man. Thçy never took the blood 
of a white man, and during all the 
early struggles of the whites against 
the Indians the 
Catawbas remained 
true. They were in what is now South) 
Carolina when the first whites reach­ 
ed that territory, and they have re­ 
mained there. 


“For a long time the Cherokees oc­ 
cupied the same territory, and there 
was continual strife between the two 
tribes, for the Cherokees were among 
the most* bloodthirsty tribes on this 
continent. 
In all the struggles the 
Catawbas took sides with the settlers 
against the Cherokees. The latter In ­ 
dians massacred many of the settlers 
in South Carolina. 


“The state government, after having 
Ing taken care of these Indians for so 
many years, now is seeking to have 
the national government make pro­ 
vision for them, so that they can, in 
common 
with 
other 
Indians, have 
lands allotted to them and become 
American citizens, which is only just 
and fair.”—Washington Post.

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MADE IT CITY OF GARDENS 


Minneapolis Club Has Planted Hurv 
drtds of Vacant Lott With Veg­ 
etables and Flowsrs. 


N August, 1862, the 
armies of General 
Lee and 
General 
Pope 
confronted 
each other on the 
R a p p a h a nnock 
river, in Virginia. 
General Lee had 
determined to at­ 
tack 
Pope, and 
conceived a plan as brilliant as it was 
daring. 
Ho purposed to leave one- 
half of his army under Longstreet in 
front of Pope, and throw the other 
half, under Jackson, by a circuitous 
march to a point twentyone miles ex­ 
actly between him and Washington. 


In pursuance of his plan and to fa­ 
cilitate its execution, a day or two be­ 
fore Jaclcsou started Lee determined 
to throw his cavalry, under Stuart, 
twelve miles In Pope’s rear, at Cat­ 
lett’s Station, a point on the railroad 
connecting Pope with his capital. 


At that place were encamped the 
reserve, 
baggage 
and 
ammunition 
trains of 
Pope's 
army. 
There, too, 
were his personal effects. Stuart cap­ 
tured a number of officers and men, a 
large sum of money in a safe In one 
of the tents and dispatches and other 
papers, but the rain fell in such tor­ 
rents and the night was so dark that 


“ It Was Vacant.” 


it was not possible for Stuart to dam­ 
age the railroad to any extent or to 
burn the railroad bridges or the acres 
of camp wagons that were there. 


My command was in advance 
on 
th at terrible rainy night. 
I was rid­ 
ing with the lieutenant commanding 
the platoon which formed the advance 
guard, when I suddenly saw, between 
the flashes of lightning, a man run 
across the road. 


Under the influence of the spur my 
horse in a single bound reached the 
man, and under the influence of a pis­ 
tol held to his head he told me that 
he was a servant of General Pope who 
was there with his headquarters tents, 
which, he said, were pitched 
in 
a 
clump of pines close by. 


I made him get up In front of one of 
the troopers and guide a squadron, 
which I detached from the leading 
regiment, to the tents in the pines. 
On reaching the spot I quickly sur­ 
rounded the federal headquarters, and, 
seeing a light in one of the tents, I dis­ 
mounted and with one of my men en­ 
tered it. 


It was vacant, but filled with a large 
number of papers, showing 
where 
sgme one had been recently writing. 
There were also two glasses of toddy 
on the table. 


A few days thereafter I captured a 
squadron of the Federal dragoons, un­ 
der Major Thomas Hite of the regu­ 
lar army, whom I had formerly known 
when a cadet at West Point. 


The major said that he and Lewis 
Marshall, the latter being an aide de 
camp of Pope and a nephew of Gener­ 
al Lee, were In one of the tents that 
night and that he had been working 
all day over his quartermaster papers, 
and in Yiew of the fact, as 
well as 
the tempestuous 
character 
of 
the 
night, he proposed to Marshall that 
they should take a drink. 


“The whisky was brought out/* con­ 
tinued the major, “sugar was put in 
glasses with the proper amount of wa­ 
ter, to which a liberal allowance of 
whisky was added. 
I was Just pour­ 
ing the toddy from one glass to the 
other, thinking how soon the situation 
would be improved by swallowing it, 
when I heard the noise 
of 
horses' 
hoofs, and the report of one or two 
pistol shots. I quickly put the glasses 
down, saying, 'I believe that is some 
of that d------ Confederate cavalry/ ” 


At this point of the narrative the 
major 
paused, 
and’ after looking 
around, added, "Gentlemen, if you be­ 
lieve me, I do not know whether I 
drank than toddy or not. 
The ‘Rebs* 
were on us so quick that Marshall and 
I lifted the side of the tent and rolled 
down into a friendly ravine, and re­ 
mained there shivering in the drench­ 
ing rain until they rode off." 


It only remains to say that Hite 
and Marshall did not drink the tod­ 
dies they mixed, but that they rapidly 
disappeared down the throats of the 
two wet Confederates who found thexa. 


The members of the 
Minneapolis 
Garden club planted 325 vacant lot3 
to vegetables and flowers in tho year 
1911, 200,000 square feet to vegetables 
and 250,000 to flowers. 
It distributed 
22,000 packages of nasturtium seeds to 
children; covered every vacant lot 
along two miles of tho main arterial 
street with grass ot flowers; cleared 
600 acres of rubbish, and screened ;'0t- 
000 feet of street frontage with bushy 
plants. 


Under its influence 700 persons, not 
including its members, also gardened 
vacant lots, and 18,000 had gardens 
at home. 
Nineteen hundred acres in 
all 
were 
Improved. 
According to 
figures gathered by the Survey the 
cost of the Garden club was J3.6S4.43; 
the value of the crop was $ll.S01.7S, 
In Minneapolis there are 5,000 acres 
of vacant lot, sufficient to supply the 
entire state with vegetables. The eco­ 
nomic value of vacant lot gardens to 
those who took them up greatly out­ 
weighed the cost. So many vegetables 
were grown that 
complaints 
were 
made by the grocers. 
Many of the 
stores were supplied with fresher veg­ 
etables at a lower cost. 
People in va­ 
cant lot gardens neighborhoods bought 
from the gardeners; the hotels during 
the week of the Minneapolis civic 
celebration served vacant lot vege­ 
tables. 


Three hundred and twenty-flve va 
cant lot gardens were started. 
Of 
these oitfy 
eight 
were 
abandoned 
through lack of interest on the part 
of the gardeners. 


For a fee of one dollar the Bar­ 
den club gave seeds for a lot 40 by 
120 feet; 
plowed and harrowed the 
lot; provided 
supervision 
and 
in 
structlon all summer, and offered val­ 
uable prizes. 
It was soon discovered 
that It was not necessary to get for- 
malpermission for the use of lots. Since 
there was no cost to them, and the 
lots were to be restored in tho same 
if not better condition, the owners 
had no objections. 
The local 
con­ 
gressman securod government seeds 
for all the planting. 


Before the middle of summer the 
garden fever had spread like a con­ 
tagion. 
Appeals were made through 
the newspapers, and then by mem­ 
bers of the club personally appealing 
before clubs, lodges, improvement or­ 
ganizations and other associations.

ordered to carry to the doctor.

eunuch let fall the vase, and the care­ 
ful historian tells us that slaves gath­ 
ered up the pearls. 


CLASSIC GARDEN IS REVIVED 


Exposition of a Novel Kind Has Been 
Completed in the Champs 
Elysses, Paris. 


An admirable display of French art 
in landscape gardening, an entirely 
new kind of exposition, has been com­ 
pleted in the Champs Elysees in Paris, 
France, where the society known as 
the Amateur du Jardín (amateurs ctf 
the garden) has laid out a series of 
picturesque gardéns, models of 
the 
traditional classic type. 
The purpose 
of the exhibition was to cultivate a 
love of gardens. 


As is well known, two centuries ago 
France was celebrated for her marvel­ 
ous gardens, and the most beautiful 
displays of art in gardening were the 
work of the greatest of French land­ 
scape gardeners, Le Notre, who laid 
out the grounds 
surrounding Ver­ 
sailles, Chantilly and the Tuileries, 
which for two centuries have attract­ 
ed strangers in search of examples 
of model landscape gardening. 


One may say that the harmony, the 
order, the rational arrangement shown 
in the gardens of France reflect the 
French taste. They may even be call­ 
ed gardens of Intelligence admirably 
illustrating 
Dtescartes' 
theory 
that 
‘‘man is the master of nature/' 
The 
effect of a classic landscape garden 
differs entirely from that produced by 
a natural landscape garden. A prom­ 
enade in a forest 
in 
the midst of 
rugged trees, dense thickets, rustic 
moss, gives a purely animal, sensual 
pleasure, for nature dominates man; 
on the other hand an intense, refined, 
purely 
intellectual pleasure 
result^ 
from a view of the well ordered, well 
kept, charmingly laid out French gar­ 
den in which man dominates nature. 


Milky Way Causes Glaciers. 


Another suggested cause of glacial 
periods is that they have been due to 
the shifting of the milky way, such as 
is known to have occurred. Assuming 
that much of the earth’s heat cornea 
from the stars, Dr. Rudolf Spitaler 
finds that the change of position in re­ 
lation to the milky way might have 
given a different distribution of t^m 
perature from that existing at the 
present time. The stars are not only 
crowded in the region of the milky 
way, but many of them are of the hot­ 
test type. 


The Largest Bells. 


"Great Paul," the bell of St. Paul’* 
Cathedral, in London, weighs nearly 
17 tons and is nearly 30 feet around 
The first "Big Ben" of Westminster 
was cast more than 50 years ago and 
weighed more than 14 tons. 
But "Big 
Bon” had a crack and was cast over 
losing some weight, and the clappei 
was made smaller, now being abou* 
600 pounds instead of a ton. 
Ths 
great boll, "Peter of York," cost $10 
000, weighs about 13 tons and is 22 
feet in diameter. 


The largest hanging bell in 
the 
world is in the great Buddhist monas­ 
tery near Canton. 
It is 18 feet in 
height and 40 feet in circumference, 
being cast in solid bronze. This is one 
of the eight monster bells that were 
cast by command of Emperor Yung 
Lo about A. D. 1400. It cost the lives 
of eight men, who were killed in the 
process of casting.

Tbe Pennsylvania Battle of Gettysburg 
commission, which has charge of the cel­ 
ebration in July, 1913, of the 60th anni* 
versary of the great battle at Gettysburg, 
met in Washington May 28 and 29.

How many times have you he&rd It 
t&id that this man or that woman is 
‘‘keeping up appearances?** It is on« 
of the most common expressions of 
the day, and conveys to us the idea 
that the person to \vhom it is applied, 
is making extra effort or living be­ 
yond his means. It is really signifi­ 
cant that the expression is used more 
frequently in business circles 
than 
anywhere else. 


While it is true that a great many 
people who can afford to do so, keep 
up appearances for appearance’s sake, 
there are vastly more people who en­ 
deavor to appear better than 
they

PUTS END TO STRIKES 


FEN8ION SYSTEM HAS WORKED 
TO ADVANTAGE IN AUSTRIA. 


NEED OF COMPENSATION ACT 


Arrderlcan Workmen's Insurance for 
Injury Is Not Up to That 
of Foreigners. 


The movement for workmen's com­ 
pensation acts in this country has not 
yet met with success. As an evidence 
of the manner in which employes are 
treated, following accidents 
in 
the 
workshop, here is the result of an in­ 
vestigation carried on by the govern­ 
ment among 306 persons who were 
injured while at work: 


Received nothing from employer............72 
Received doctor's bills only.................. ..W 
Rcolved a part of doctor's bills...............15 
Received something in addition............... 91 
Received something, btu doctors' bills 


unpaid ............................................................29 
This is because the laws of the 
country provide that the employe, to 
receive damages from the employer 
when injured, must show negligence 
on the part of the 
employer. 
How­ 
ever, in foreign countries conditions 
are different. 
In Great Britain, when 
a workman is injured, a law of parlia­ 
ment provides that the employer must 
pay damages. 
Germany compels its 
workers to be provident and to con­ 
tribute to an old age and sickness in­ 
surance fund that includes disability 
for thirteen weeks. 
The burden of 
further insurance rests entirely on the 
employer. 
In France, the 
employer 
must pay a spcified compensation in 
all cases of injury. Further than this 
the burden of payment of damages in 
case of injury rests solely on the em­ 
ployer in Belgium, British Columbia, 
the Cape of Good Hope, Denmark, Fin­ 
land, Italy, the Netherlands, New Zea­ 
land, 
Norway, 
Russia, 
South 
Aus­ 
tralia, Spain, Sweden, and West Aus­ 
tralia. 


But America has no national laws 
of the kind. 
In the United States the 
workman must rely solely on his own 
savings or private insurance, or the 
charity of his employer. 


Public 
Employes 
In 
Organisation 


Which Makes It to Their Interest 
to Retain Their Jobs. 


The public employes of the Aus­ 
trian government comprise not only 
the clerks In public ministries and 
bureaus, but a large body of office em­ 
ployes and workmen in the govern­ 
ment owned railroad, telephone, tele­ 
graph, and highway services, in public 
instruction, etc. 
The 
relations 
be­ 
tween these employes and the govern­ 
ment as to an expression 
of 
griev­ 
ances and a demand for redress there­ 
of are in an Indeterminate condition 
and a matter of present consideration. 


It may be 
stated 
definitely 
that 
strikes are not resorted to. 
This is 
largely due to the fact that after some 
years of service all government em­ 
ployes are entitled to pensions, which 
are so graduated as to attain to the 
maximum at the approximate age of 
retirement, entitling an employe to re­ 
tire after thirty-five years of service 
on full pension. 
This makes it to the 
interest of state employes in whatever 
line to avoid such conduct a* might 
lead to dismissal before the pension 
in view has reached 
a 
satisfactory 
figure. 


The public employes of Austria of 
all services are generally organized 
in a Verband der 
Oesterreichischen 
Staatsbeamten 
(League 
of Austrian 
Government Employes), 
which 
was 
put into operation about 
two 
years 
ago. 
This organization 
is 
for 
the 
avowed purpose of the advancement 
and better payment of its members. 
Its activity, however, is very discreet, 
and it is not known to exercise, any 
influence. 


The plans proposed 
to 
ameliorate 
the position of government employes 
are generally based on a scale of defi­ 
nite increase of salary for seniority 
and on increased pensions. 
It is ar­ 
gued that progressive increase of pay 
after definite periods of service with 
pensions of considerable importance 
in view at the end thereof will recon­ 
cile employes to a career in which 
their 
grievances must remain 
un* 
voiced.

Health among employes has become 
more and more of an issue to great 
manufacturing 
centers, 
and an evi­ 
dence of this is an experiment that 
has been carried on 
In 
Worcester, 
Mass. There an agreement was made 
among employers concerning workers 
afflicted with tuberculosis, and some 
of the results of the agreement were 
recently made known. 


The campaign started in a shoe fac­ 
tory, where an employer, learning that 
one of his men had tuberculosis, sent 
him to the state sanitarium for six 
months and paid his 
salary 
while 
there. 
A movement was then started 
to get other manufacturers interested 
in the same kind of work. 


Thirty-four responded to letters that 
were sent them. 
Twenty-four prom­ 
ised to send employes to the state san­ 
itarium at Rutland for three months; 
four for three months or over; one 
for five months, and five gave no spe­ 
cified time. 
The number of persons 
affected by this agreement was 10,000. 


However, things did not work out 
quite as well as expected. 
Some of 
the thirty-four 
manufacturers, 
after 
they had made thefrr promises in the 
letters, failed to live up to them. Elev­ 
en did, however, and some beneficial 
results have been obtained. 
Patients 
were treated from six weeks to six 
months. 
Of these 
three 
were pro­ 
nounced cured, eight were improved 
at the end of their stay, one was not 
improved, seven died, and five moved 
away from the state. 


But these patients only represent a 
part of the total number of persons in 
whom tuberculosis may exist. 
In the 
factories that promised to enter into 
the agreement and then backed out, 
no medical examinations havo been 
made and no effort exerted to see that 
persons 
afflicted 
with 
tuberculosis 
have been taken care of. The bureau 
that is endeavoring to bring about the 
manufacturer's co-operation in caring 
for tuberculosis now is working to 
bind 
these manufacturers 
to their 
agreeement, and it Is believed 
that 


Breadwinners. 


In America not more than 14.3 per 
cent of the whole female population 
is engaged in gainful occupetlonfe, an

There are three and a half 
million women engaged in industrial 
work and business, as against ten and 
four-fifths million men, and especially 
characteristic of the German situation 
seems the fact that 738,999 women are 
independent owners and heads of es­ 
tablishments. 
One and three-tenths 
millions are laborers in factories. 
In 
the textile industries, for instance, the 
women are in the majority— 400,000 
women, as against J71,000 men. 
In 
the clothing industry, 228,000 women 
stand, against 95,000 men.—The At­ 
lantic Monthly,

Riffert 
and Heindel visited this count}' more

tric railway from Reading to Fredericks- 
burg, Berks county. 
The men, it is al- 
leged, represented that the road was built 
which it has since developed is not cor- 
rect, 
The bonds were in the sum of $500 
each and as a rule promisary notes were 
taken foi them. The tonds were-suppos» 
ed to bear six per cent interest and the 
offer looked ao attractive that many fell 
for the scheme. 
The notes were negotia- 
ted and when they came due it was up to 
the maker to pay the money. 
In one in- 
stance a perfectly good $300 bond of an 
other company was given as part pay- 
ment for one^ of the spurious securities. 
Before Squire Harnish, at Gettysburg, Al- 
len J. March, of Alibottstown, charged 
false pretense against Riffert and Heindel, 
telling of having purchased two of the 
$500 bonds; Mrs. Elizabeth Wolf, of Ab- 
bottstown, charges having bought one;

"It is strange, perhaps, that the Ca- 
tawba Indians, who have been wards 
of the state of South 
Carolina 
for 
many years, should never have receiv- 
ed any recognition from the national 
government/' said 
Senator 
Stewart, 
"but It Is a fact, nevertheless. 
The 
Catawbas are the only American In- 
dians, so far as my knowledge goes, 
that have always been friends of the 
white man. Th^y never took the blood 
of a white man, and during all the 
early struggles of the whites against 
the Indians the 
Catawbas remained 
true. They were In what is now South) 
Carolina when the first whites reach- 
ed that territory, and they have re- 
mained there. 


"For a long time the Cherokees oc- 
cupied the same territory, and there 
was continual strife between the two 
tribes, for the Cherokees were among 
the most bloodthirsty tribes on this 
continent 
In all the 
struggles 
the 
Catawbas took sides with the settlers 
against the Cherokees. 
The latter In- 
dians massacred many of the settlers 
In South Carolina. 


"The state government, after having 
fng taken care of these Indians for so 
many years, now Is seeking to have 
the national government make pro- 
vision for them, so that they can, in 
common 
with 
other 
Indians, 
have 
lands allotted to them 
and 
become 
American citizens, which is only Just 
and fair."—Washington Post.

Garden club planted 325 vacant lota 
to vegetables and flowers in tho year 
1911, 200,000 square feet to veijotables 
and 250,000 to 
flowers. 
It distributed 
22,000 packages of nasturtium seeds to 
children; 
covered every vacant 
lot 
along two miles of tho main arterial 
street with grass ot 
flowers; 
cleared 
600 acres of rubbish, and screened *0,- 
000 feet of street frontage with bushy 
plants. 


Under Its influence 700 persons, not 
Including Its members, also gardened 
vacant lots, and 18.000 had gardens 
at home. 
Nineteen hundred acres In 
all 
were 
Improved. 
According 
to 
figures 
gathered by the Survey the 
cost of the Garden club was $3.6S4,43; 
the value of the crop was $11.801.78. 


In Minneapolis there are 5,000 acres 
of vacant lot, sufllolent to supply the 
entire state with vegetables. 
The eco- 
nomic value of vacant lot gardens to 
those who took them up greatly out- 
weighed the cost. So many vegetables 
were grown that 
complaints 
were 
made by the grocers. 
Many of the 
stores were supplied with fresher veg- 
etables at a lower cost. 
People in va- 
cant lot gardens neighborhoods bought 
from the gardeners; the hotels during 
the week of the Minneapolis 
civic 
celebration served vacant lot vege- 
tables. 


Three hundred and twenty-flve va- 
cant lot gardens were started. 
Of 
these 0 1 ^ 
eight 
were 
abandoned 
through lack of interest on the part 
of the gardeners. 


For a fee of one dollar the 
Har- 
den club gave seeds for a lot 40 by 
120 feet; 
plowed and harrowed tho 
iot; provided 
supervision 
and 
In- 
struction all summer, and offered val- 
uable prizes. 
It was soon discovered 
that it was not necessary to get for- 
malpermlsslon for the use of lots.' Since 
there was no cost to them, and the 
lots were to be restored in tho same 
if not better condition, the owners 
had no objections. 
The local 
con- 
gressman securod government seeds 
for all the planting. 


Before the middle of summer the 
garden fever had spread like a con- 
tagion. 
Api>eals were made through 
the newspapers, and then by mem- 
bers of the club personally appealing 
before clubs, lodges, improvement or- 
ganizations and other associations.

being cast in solid bronze. This Is one 
of tho eight monster bells that were 
cast by command of Emperor Yung 
Lo about A. D. 1400. It cost the lives 
of eight men, who were killed in the 
process of casting.

ARMY OF VETERANS. 


Tbe PerniBylvania Battle of Gettyeburg 
' commiseioD, which has charge of the cel- 
ebration in July, 1913. of the 50th anni- 
vermry 
of the great battle at GettyeburfiCi 
met in Waehinpton May 28 and 29. A bill 
ie pending in congrese appropriating $358, 
000 for the government'e share of the coat 
of participating in the celebration. 
The 
gOTernment is to aspume charge of the 
visiting veterans of the armiea of tbe 
north and south. It is estimated that from 
40,000 to 60,000 veterans will attend the 
celebration and that it will cost to shelter 
and feed them the amount congress is 
asked to appropriate. 
Pennsylvania has 
appropriated 1250,000 for the event and 
New York 1275,000. 


BORN WITH TWO HEADS & BODIES 
A freak child with two heads and bod 
ies but only one pair of legs and hips was 
recently born in York, 
The parents* 
names are kept secret but both are nor- 
mal healthy persons, the father being 26 
and the mother 20 years of age. The mon 
fitrosity was born alive.

The Rev. J. D.Sours, a natir« of Adams 
county and the oldest resident of Mechan- 
icsburg, died early Saturday morning at 
his home. 
He was 97 years old on Feb. 
23, and until the time of his death retain- 
ed his faculties, his interest in national

M. E. church. 
The Rev. Mr. Sours was

How many times have you heard It 
said that this man or that woman is 
"keeping up appearances?" 
It is on« 
of the most common expressions of 
the day, and conveys to us the idea 
that the person to Whom it is applied, 
is making extra effort or living be- 
yond his means. It is really 
signifi- 
cant that the expression is used more 
frequently in business circles 
than 
anywhere else. 


While it is true that a great many 
people who can afford to do so, keep 
up appearances for appearance's sake, 
thero are vastly more people who en- 
deavor to appear better than 
they 
can afford, fearing that they lose the 
respect of their neighbors If they do 
not do so. 
Many a man and woman

SYSTEM HAS WORKED 
TO ADVANTAGE IN AUSTRIA. 


Public 
Employes 
In 
Organisation 
Which Makes It to Their Interest 
to Retain Their Jobs. 


NEED OF COMPENSATION ACT 


Arr^rlcan Workmen's 
Insurance 
(or 
Injury Is Not Up to That 
of Foreigners. 


The movement for workmen's com- 
pensation acts in this country has not 
yet met with success. As an evidence 
of the manner In which employes are 
treated, following accidents 
in 
the 
workshop, here Is the result of an In- 
vestigation carried on by the govern- 
ment among 306 persons who were 
injured while at work:

This Is because the laws of 
the 
country provide that the employe, to 
receive damages from the employer 
when Injured, must show negligence 
on the part of 
the 
employer. 
How- 
ever, in foreign countries conditions 
are different. In Great Britain, when 
a workman Is Injured, a law of parlia- 
ment provides that the employer must 
pay damages. 
G<irmany compels Its 
workers to be provident and to con- 
tribute to an old ag« and sickness in- 
surance fund that Includes disability 
for thirteen weeks. 
The burden of 
further Insurance rests entirely on the 
employer. 
In France, the 
employer 
must pay a spclfied compensation In 
all cases of injury. Further than this 
the burden of payment of damages in 
case of Injury rests solely on the em- 
ployer in Belgium, British Columbia, 
the Cape of Good Hope, Denmark, Fin- 
land. Italy, the Netherlands, New Zea- 
land, 
Norway, 
Russia, 
South 
Aus- 
tralia, Spain, Sweden, and West Aus- 
tralia. 


But America has no national laws 
of the kind. 
In the United States the 
workman must rely solely on his own 
savings or private insurance, or the 
charity of his employer. 


The public employes of the Aus- 
trian government comprise not only 
the clerks in public ministries 
and 
bureaus, but a large body of office em- 
ployes and workmen In the govern- 
ment owned railroad, telephone, tele- 
graph, and highway services. In public 
instruction, etc. 
The 
relations 
be- 
tween these employes and the govern- 
ment as to an expression 
of 
griev- 
ances and a demand for redress there- 
of are in an Indeterminate condition 
and a matter of present consideration. 


It may be 
stated 
definitely 
that 
strikes are not resorted to. 
This is 
largely due to the fact that after some 
years of service all government em- 
ployes aro entitled to pensions, which 
are so graduated as to attain to the 
maximum at the approximate age of 
retirement, entitling an employe to re- 
tire after thirty-five years of service 
on full pension. 
This makes it to the 
Interest of state employes In whatever 
line to avoid such conduct atS might 
lead to dismissal before the pension 
In view has reached 
& satisfactory 
figure. 


The public employes of Austria of 
all services are generally 
organized 
In a Verband 
der 
Oesterrelchischen 
Staatsbeamten 
(League 
of Austrian 
Government Employes), 
which 
was 
put Into operation about 
two 
years 
ago. 
This organization 
Is 
for 
the 
avowed purpose of the advancement 
and better payment of its members. 
Its activity, however. Is very discreet, 
and it is not known to exercise, any 
influence. 


The plans proposed 
to 
ameliorate 
the position of government employes 
are generally based on a scale of defi- 
nite Increase of salary for seniority 
and on Increased pensions. 
It is ar- 
gued that progressive Increase of pay 
after definite periods of service with 
pensions of considerable 
importance 
In view at the end thereof will recon- 
cile employes to a career In which 
their 
grievances 
must 
remain 
un- 
voiced.

Employes Afflicted With Tuberculosis 
Given Free Treatment In Chance 
to Rccovcr Health. 


Health among employes has become 
more and more of an issue to great 
manufacturing 
centers, 
and an evi- 
dence of this Is an experiment that 
has been carried on 
In 
Worcester, 
Mass. Thero an agreement was made 
among employers concerning workers 
aflllcted with tuberculosis, and some 
of the results of the agreement were 
recently made known. 


The campaign started In a shoe fac- 
tory, whore an employer, learning that 
one of his men had tuberculosis, sent 
him to the state sanitarium for six 
months and paid his 
salary 
while 
there. 
A movement was then started 
to get other manufacturers Interested 
In the same kind of work. 


Thirty-four responded to letters that 
were sent them. 
Twenty-four prom- 
ised to send employes to the state san- 
itarium at Rutland for three months; 
four for three months or over; one 
for five months, and five gave no spe- 
cified time. 
The number of persons 
affected by this agreement was 10,000. 


However, things did not work out 
quite as well as expected.

But these patients only represent a 
part of the total number of persons in 
whom tuberculosis may exist.

factories that promised to enter Into 
the agreement and then backed out, 
no medical examinations havo been 
made and no effort exerted to see that 
persons 
aiflicted 
with 
tuberculosis 
have been taken care of. The bureau 
that is endeavoring to bring about the 
manuTacturer's co-operation in caring 
for tuberculosis now Is working 
to 
bind 
these 
manufacturers 
to 
their 
a«reeement, and It Is believed 
that 


shortly a systematic effort to stamp 
out tuberculosis In the factories of 
Worcester will really begin.

millions are laborers In factories. 
In 
the textile Industries, for instance, the 
women are In the majority—400,000 
women, as against 871,000 men.
